school days memorable”, Ridley must be near the top of

In athletics we had a series of successes. The First 
Hockey team had only modest success in the CISAA, 
but came first in the St. Catharines High School League, 
then lost in the finals of the playoffs.

One of the major artisitic events of the last few years 
_ has been the Great Lakes Arts Festival, held this year in 
_ Cleveland. This year Ridley sent 50 musicians, singers, 
dramatists and artists to participate in the event. It was a 
weekend which split our musical corps somewhat 
because at the same time we had 24 choristers and musi- 
cians in Toronto at the Independent Schools Music festi- 


val, an annual event at Roy Thomson Hall. 


Palm Sunday was the occasion for our choir to per- 


form another concert piece, Gabriel Fauré’s Requiem, for 


which the soloists were David Cheung ‘96, Marco 
Petracchi ‘95 and Ada Chung ‘95. A number of our 


singers also performed in conjunction with the Brock 
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University Choir in a concert performance of Carmina 
Burana. A crowning achievement for our musicians this 
year was the selection of Ridley singers and dancers to do 
a performance with Michael Burgess of some excerpts 
from Les Miserables at the Canadian Figure Skating 
Association annual meeting in June. 


Our Jazz Band has been very active this spring, per- 
forming in a number of places around St. Catharines in 
addition to the Great Lakes Arts Festival in Cleveland. 
They were headline performers at the Pro-Am Jazz 
Festival in the city, and also competed in the Kiwanis 
Music Festival, where they came first. Other musical 
entries in the Kiwanis Festival were Flute Ensemble - Ist, 
Sax Ensemble - 2nd (only to our own Flute Ensemble), 
and Brass Ensemble first in its category. It has been a 
bumper year for the arts. 





Other activites have also kept the students busy. 
People who live in Ontario will remember a television 
show called Reach for the Top, a programme that is now 
off the air. The competition, however, continues, with 
teams from high schools all over Ontario vying against 
each other for supremacy in the area of general knowl 
edge. This year our team, which has consisted at various 
times of Mohamed Harouaka ‘96, Karen McGlone ‘95, 
Amy LeMar ‘96, Chris Loat ‘97, Danielle Rosmarin 
‘95 and James Goodliffe ‘95, won both the City cham- 
pionship and the Southern Ontario regional champi- 
onship, and competed in the provincial finals in Toronto 
in mid-May. Continuing in the same scholarly vein, 
Ridley had an outstanding showing at the Regional 
Brock-Niagara French Contest this spring. Mare 
Beaudry ‘96 came first in the grammar section and sec- 
ond overall in the francophone category. In the 





Immersion category Caroline Crandell ‘96 placed 9th. 
Other notable performances were turned in by Katie ; 
Lindsay ‘97, Lindsay Wright ‘98, and Amy Harvey 
‘96. Another highlight of the spring term is the Public 
Speaking competition, won this year in the Senior cate- 
gory by Cam Tedford ‘95 (second place: Tim Shortill 
96), in the Junior Category by Zoe Steele 97, and in 
the new Dramatic Monologue Category by Kenzie 
Thompson ‘96. On a less intellectual side, during the 
last week of April, a group of 24 students under the guid- 
ance of Sabrina Pirri ‘95 put together the Spring 
Fashion Show using the theme of the “Sun, Moon and 
the Stars”.

The cadets once again prepared an outstanding 
Church Parade and Cadet Inspection, this year under the 
leadership of C.O. Cam Tedford ‘95 of Calgary.

Prize Day this year saw the awarding of major prizes 
and Ridley diplomas to graduating students. Forty-nine 
of our graduates were Ontario Scholars. Major Academic 
prize winners were Doris Yau ‘95 (Governor General’ 
Medal for highest standing in grade 13) and Heather 
Rigby ‘95 (T-R. Merritt Matriculation Gold Medal for 
highest standing over final two years of high school). 
Other major awards were won by Tamara Smith 695 
(Dorothy Burgoyne Award for service to others), James 
Goodliffe ‘95 (A.J. Silver Award for the grade 13 boy 
who best demonstrates quiet leadership), Heather Rigby 
‘95 (Benson Diligence Prize), Cam Tedford ‘95

The Changing Nature of Geography

Ithough Ridley’s Geography Department began 
using computers in the mid 1980's, and has 
expanded their use steadily ever since, it is 
becoming a never-ending battle to keep pace with the 
possibilities opening up before us. Why should we, and 
how can we? Here are a few answers to these fundamental 
questions. 





Why Should We? 
Geography has always featured a large amount of data 
interpretation. In the past, this involved scouring atlases 
and almanacs, then laboriously plotting graphs and maps, 
before finally finding time 
for analysis. Today data 
is available from a wider 
ariety of sources, especially 
O...:1 computers, and 
increasingly through the 
various layers of the 
Internet. Data manipulation 
is performed tens of times 
faster using graphing and 
mapping software; the latter 
is known broadly as 
Geographic Information 
Systems, or G.I.S. Analysis, 
then, is afforded more time, 
and can be based on more 
data. In a few minutes stu- 


dents can now plot scattergraphs to compare 5 or 6 pairs of 


variables, pertaining to levels of economic development 
for example, and thus have a better grasp of which vari- 
ables are most significant. In this way, contrary to the 
views of the luddites, computers allow people to use their 
brains more, rather than less. 
Information Technology is also changing the nature of 

the discipline. Now, through NASA and the Internet, it is 

ssible to receive up-to-date satellite images. These allow 
or greater examination of changing environments and 
land use. They require knowledge of the spectrum to 
interpret false-colour images, and they increase the 


_ reliability of information regarding things such as resource 


management. Such developments promise to be critical in 
the future of this resource oriented country, and it is crucial 
_ that Geography Departments prepare students accordingly. 


How Can We? 

Any discussion of advancements in computer related 
fields must be divided into 3 sections: hardware, software, 
and wetware. All are important, and all must keep pace 
| with each other. 

Hardware is a standard concern. Continual upgrading 








is useful to keep pace with the complex software that is 
required for largely graphi- 
cal, and therefore memory 
intensive, software. 
Quantity is also crucial. As 
computer use expands in 
most departments, the strain 
on the school’s facilities 
increases. The Geography 

@ department has acquired 
some cast-off machines, 
which are linked to the main 
network. These make life 
easier, but still not easy. The 
impending installation of 
fibre-optic cable around the 
campus will make these

machines more usable, and 

the acquisition of greater numbers will obviously be helpful. 
If the definition of software is stretched to include the 

| Internet and labs and units designed around computers, 

_ then we are at a critical juncture. The Internet is a new 

phenomenon at Ridley, and we are still at the stage of 

knowing roughly what is out there but not knowing how 

_ to find it and use it effectively. As for designing labs and 

units, we took a significant step in the Spring of 1994. 
Using the Headmaster’s Academic Initiatives fund, 

we hired Sharon Grover, a new graduate from the B.Ed. 

| programme at Queen’s with an undergradute degree in 

_ Geography and a strong background in G.I.S. Sharon was

hired for one month, with a mandate to develop labs 
geared specifically to our courses, using our existing soft- 


ware as far as possible. The result was approximately a dou- | 


bling of our ready to use labs, spread around all of our 
courses. 

Wetware is the term that has been recently coined for 
“human resources”. Obviously, if information technology is 





to be used, then the faculty teaching the courses must be 
familiar with what is possible, and must be instrumental in 
the continual development of curriculum. The existing 
faculty is at various levels of “computer literacy”, but one 
point is clear; we will all need to use professional develop- 
ment to catch up and/or keep up in this rapidly advancing 
field. 

It occurs to me that there may well be readers of the 
Tiger with expertise, knowledge, and ideas, from whom we 
could benefit. Please contact us, and help us progress in 
these exciting and challenging times. ["]

Ridley Education & Achievement Grad Survey

o you ever wonder what fields of study Ridley 
erads favour? Or, how many go on to second 
degrees? How many pursue professional studies? 
How many the Sciences? How many the Arts? Or, 
Commerce? And, especially, how well do they perform at 
university? Do they value their Ridley experience of 
boarding, academics, or athletics over their university 
experience? 





These questions and lots more are regularly asked by 
prospective, present, and past Ridleians. To find some 
answers, in 1989, our school’s centennial year, a small 
group of students (Heather Beaton, Joe Kling, Katy 


Qciorels, Peter McAlpine, Debbie Stevens, Jeff Smith) | 


and I set out to launch a Grad Survey research project. 


The group concluded that we needed a name and a 
means to pull the class together so they would feel a 
level of involvement with the project and, theoretical- 
ly, would be keen to respond to a detailed survey some 
years hence. The name chosen was REACH, suggesting 
a student reaching into the future, extending, and 
seeking high goals. 


To create cohesion we produced a Class of ‘89 
school tie. Bob Partington, now a Queen’s University 
Fine Arts grad, won the design competition. The group 
also raffled off a Cadillac De Ville and a Pontiac Grand 
Prix. We had no idea what we were getting ourselves 
into: after many pressured weeks of publicity and sales 
we managed to clear over fourteen thousand dollars 
and were able to match this with another Ridley 
Centennial incentive fund to produce a Class of ‘89 
endowment of over twenty-eight thousand dollars. 

@ the graduating class came together as a class of 
ts, but our organizing committee was left exhausted. 
Our original goal of the grad survey was merely a file full 
of ideas at year’s end. 
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“Thus the whirligig of time brings in his revenges.” 
Though it languished, the survey could not be forgotten 
no matter how hectic the daily life at Ridley. In a breath- 
takingly fast five years the fifth anniversary of the Class of 
‘89 was upon us, as was the last best chance to get our survey 
conducted. 


The response rate was a respectable forty percent 
(very good by survey standards). The male female split 
was exactly fifty-fifty. Almost half volunteered a written 
comment which were overwhelmingly but not exclusively 
positive. More than half were voluntarily signed. 


The survey consisted of over twenty-five items which 
were collated and interpreted into bar graphs and

I will take the liberty of characterizing the results and 
leave the conclusions largely to you (a full set of graphs is 
available upon request). The largest number of respon- 
dents spent three or four years at Ridley. Well over eighty 
percent earned degrees, primarily B.A.’s, followed by half 
as many B.Sc.’s, and half again as many B.Comm.’s. 

A significant but small number had embarked upon 
second degrees; however, over half declared further study 
as their immediate plan. The majority had changed their 
educational direction, though the largest group had done 
so only somewhat; only a few changed undergraduate 
institutions. Both are common patterns. 
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Other PartTime Seeking Temporary Permanent 


B1 - Employment Status 


On the employment scene, most reported the Ridley 
network had helped them in some significant way: mostly 
in determining career goals but also in obtaining opportu- 
nities. A small number were permanently employed, the 
majority were temporarily or part-time employed, . . .or 
other!? Only a slightly larger number of respondents 
declared their career goals decided rather than undecided 
as they finished their first degrees. 


The last section sought comparisons between their 
Ridley and university experiences in sports, extra-curricu- 
lars, academics, social life, and boarding. In sports, at 
Ridley involvement was much greater, while extra-curric- 
ular involvement was roughly similar . Level of academic 
commitment was very similar as was the rating of institu- 
tional academic quality. Socially, those who were active 
at Ridley became more so at university; those who were 











average or lower at Ridley became less so (interesting, but 
I’m not sure how to explain it). The boarding experiencgg. 
at Ridley was rated as better in almost all instances. C 


On the whole, the results are most encouraging. Our 
erads are well above national norms for completing 
university degrees; and their aspirations for further educa- 
tion are very high, though this may well be explained as 
the primary alternative in a tough economic climate. 
This interpretation is reinforced by the large number who 
are not engaged in permanent careers. It would also 
appear the Ridley experience was one of solid academics 
and an active life. 


There has been broad interest in the survey’s results, 
though this article, recommended by the Academics 
Committee, is the first occasion for a wider distribution. 
The committee further recommended that additional 
surveys be conducted with a greater focus on more recent 
erads who are only a couple of years away from their 
Ridley experience. It would also be fascinating to revisit 
the Class of “89 periodically to see how their lives unfold. 
The real inside track on the class who started it all can be 
found in the extensive Class Notes collected by Sandy 
Bourk, class agent, and reported in the January ‘95 Tiger. 
I know who to consult the next time around.
